A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be nrtade of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the inten/iew as 
wan-anting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attomeys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademaric Office is unnecessary.

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability Is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fonn is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomi will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

Thanks for talking with me briefly yesterday. I will call you on Thursday, at 3pm. 

If acceptable, I would like the option of conferencing my patent attorney v^^o has been 

advising me does not have my formal power of attorney. 

The discussion will focus the office action, specifically on the key rejection in items 4-10. 
I would like to understand if some modifications to the claims would be acceptable. 

Here are my thoughts on each of these, which I would like to review with you. 


Office Action Paragraph #4 
Regarding Claim 1 

Ayd 3:1-3 describes a removable chassis containing two disk drives, power supply, 
supervisor card, and fans. This differs firom the application, claim 1, which specifies a 
single disk drive and no chassis. 

This distinction is important because it is an object of the invention for the disk drive 
to fit into standard enclosures designed for disk drives, and specifically does not 
require a specialized chassis. 

Propose modifying claim 1 to specify a single disk drive 

The Ayd logic chassis has multiple cards and a motherboard. The application 
preferred embodiment teaches a single board computer. 

Propose modifying claim 1 to change 

A CPU subsystem. . . 
To 

A single board computer containing the CPU subsystem.... 

The Ayd patent discloses a mechanical coupling between logic chassis and removable 
chassis. It is fiuther disclosed that this is intended to facilitate field separation of the 
two chassis. 

The application teaches that these are mechanically coupled in such a way as to fi*om 
a single field replaceable unit that is not intended to be separated for routine 
maintenance. 

Propose changing claim 1 to: 

A single board computer containing the CPU subsystem mechanically coupled to 
said disk drive to form one Celd replaceable unit and . . . 
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OfiBce Action Paragraph #5 
Regarding servers. 

Server fauns are well known. The application claim 5 requires the entire farm to be 
contained within one enclosure. The preferred embodiment further describes this 
enclosure as containing a single power supply and cooling system. The Ayd patent 
contains separate power and cooling fan for each server (contained in the removable 
chassis). 

Propose changing Claim 4 
From 

A server farm system consisting of at least two servers of claim 1 contained in a single 
enclosure and utilizing a single power supply system and cooling system. 
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
